IMPROVING  CONDITIONS 


According  to  an  economic  index  tha4.  Is  com- 
piled by  the  Dominion  BufeiU  61  Bttttttlei,  tHQIr 
ada  recorded  a  greater  economic  revival  during 
1934  than  any  other  country  except  Germany  and 
Sweden.  Canada's  gain  was  28.4  per  cent;  that 
of  Oermany,  26.2  per  cent  and  that  of  Sweden, 
23  5  per  cent.  This  Index  took  Into  consideration 
firteen  countries,  and  of  these  evidently  France 
was  the  worse  situated  with  a  loss  of  7  per  cent. 

On  the  basis  of  this  index  and  with  Its  knowl- 
-edge  of  general  conditions  throughout  the  coun- 
try the  Bank  of  Montreal  in  its  monthly  report  for 
January  believes  that  the  new  year  has  opened 
under  conditions  tliat  contlntie  to  be  favorable  to 
bustoess.  It  says  buoyancy  has  marked  recovery, 
that  much  has  been  achieved  and  that  improve- 
ment baa  been  general  in  the  Dominion.

CHEISTIANITY— GRJtEK  OR  PALESTINIAN? 

Some  years  ago  a  number  of  scholars  Joined 
forces  to  produce  a  book  of  essays  dealing  with  the 
gifts  of  Greece  to  the  modem  world,  and  to  Dean 
Inge  was'  assigned  the  task  of  describinK  our  re- 
liglou.s  legacy  frnm  that  source.  He  begins  his 
purvey  by  comparing  our  whole  civilization  to  a 
rlter  which,  though  receivtog  affluents  from 
every  .side,  ha.s  its  head  water.s  in  Greece.  It  is 
not  surprising,  therefore,  that  he  regards  Chris- 
tianity Itaelf,  not  so  much  as  AsUtlcor  mediaeval 
in  its  essential  character,  but  more  properly  a.s 
the  last  great  achievement  of  the  classicai  cul- 
ture. 

It  has  boon  u.suai  lh"lJ6pular  theolopy  to  trace 
our  modern  religioua  Ideas  back  to  Palestine. 
Dean  Inge,  however,  says  that  we  should  lay  more 
emphasis  upon  the  Greek  elements  In  Christian- 
ity. Accordingly,  he  undertakes  to  distinguish 
what  we  owe  to  each  of  these  sources.  He  denies 
that  the  Reformation  v^;is  a  return  to  a  .sup- 
posed primitive  Christianity  originating  in  Pal- 
estine. The  Reformers  rejected  certain  ideas 
which  originated  amoni?  the  Grcok.s.  it  i.s  true, 
ldea.s  which,  however,  are  not  representative  of 
Greek  thought  at  its  best.  They  hiclude  asceti- 
cism, sacerdotal  magic,  religlou.s  persecution,  and 
timid  reliance  upon  authority.  Nevertheless, 
what  remained  of  the  Christian  system  was  more 
tinctured  with  TenUmle  coneeptlona  than  with 
Jtwl.sh. 

Also  there  are  contemporary  reformers  who 
try  to  represent  the  ethics  and  religion  of  modern 
Socialism  a«  a  return  to  the  Palestinian  Gospel. 
The  historian  characterizes  this  as  grotesque 
alnce  the  "regeneration"  which  the  Socialists 
have  In  view  ha-s  nntliing  whatever  to  do  with  the 
Inner  life  of  the  individual.  Their  '  regeneration"' 
-  la  frankly  declared  toxsome  irom  without,  namely, 
from  Improvcmrnt  in  material  conditions  and  a 
higher  social  life,  whereas  Christian  doctrine  is 
clear  to  asserting  that  .regenerattMh  hiust  come 
from  wlthiii  thp  individual. 

Which  elements  In  Christianity  come  from  Pal- 
estine?   The  answer  given  by  Dean  Inge  lays 
chief  stn  s.s  upon  the  orlf,'inaI  Gospel  as  brouRht 
out  In  the  records  of  the,  Galilean  ministry  in  the 
three  synoptic  gospels.    It  is,  however,  only  In  a 
.strictly  limited  .srn.se  that  we  can  call  the  Gospel 
Jewish.    The  Jews  rejected  the  new  teaching  as 
•oon  as  they  understood  It.*  It  was  out  of  line 
with  "the  popular  nationalism,  the  popular  ec- 
elMlaatlClsm,  and  the  popular  ethics.''  While 
BO  Hellenic  influence  can  be  traced  to  Christ's 
teaching  as  given  in  the  fir.st  three  Ro.spcls,  the 
Fourth  Gospel  and  the  Epistles  contain  a  good 
dealf  Dean  Inge  is  of  opinion  that  the~Church 
was  half  Greek  from  the  start,  even  though  the 
original  Gospel  was  not.    If  he  is  right,  it  would 
appear  that  While  the  Gospel  Itself  possessed  a 
quite  unique  character,  nnivn  s.il  i.Tihrr  than  na- 
tional in  its  Inner  nature,  the  philosophical  con- 
ceptions upon  which  Christianity  as  a  system 
rests  arc  chiefly  Greek.    As  to  its  e5.h^s^.,ti)cre  is 
much  In  common  between  the  principles  of  con- 
duct as  set  forth  in  tlic  Sermon  on  the  Mount 
and  those  of  the  Stoic  system  of  the  Greeks 
There  was  ample  time  for  Stole  principles  to 
find  their  way  into  Palestine  during  the  centuries 
'glBBg^he' Stole  school  was  founded.  However, 
alihouRh  the  Sermon  nn  the  Mount  comes  to  u.s 
through  the  Greek  tliere  was  something  quite 
new  in  that  discourse.    "The  Greek  words  which 
we  tran.slate  love  or  charitv.  Joy,  peace,  hope,  hu- 
mility are  no  part  of  the  stock-in-trade  of  Greek 
moralists  before  Christ."
